OINCINNAT:, Dec. 14.—Within the past week 
the plan to place Senator Thurman at the head 
of the next Democratic State ticket has gained 
ground rapidly, many of the Democratic news- 
papers and party leaders having expressed 
themselves decidedly in its favor.

NO CONTEMPT. 


The Case of Addie Stewart Comes 
Up Once More. 


Judge Shreve Satisfies the Court, but Sot the 
Opposing Counsel. 


The motion to attach Judge Shreve for contempt 
for the manner in which he secured the release of 
Addie Stewart from the House of the Good Shep- 
herd on the 30th ult. came up for decision in the 
Criminal Court yesterday morning. The girl, it 
will be remembered, was arrested on the com- 
plalut of her mother, and, at the latter's 
sent to the Home, to be kept there for reformation. 

According to the affidavit of 

THE MOTHER SUPERIOR, 

a man calling himself Judge Shreve came to the 
Home, and. after showing her a bundle of papers, 
told her he had a writ of habeas corpus for Addie 
Stewart, and demanded her release. She replied 
that Addie was sent there by Justice Foote, and she 
felt obliged to protect her. Shreve said the sur- 
render from Foote didn’t amount to anything, and 
that she had no right to detain her. She requested 
him to show by what authority he meant to take 
the girl away, and he showed some. papers, among 
which was a copy of the surrender, and 
a long document in manuscript. She 
asked if the latter were «a writ of 
habeas corpus, and Shreve answered that it was a 
copy, saying subsequently that it was a petition 
forawrit. She still refused to deliver Addie, not 
feeling satisfied that the papers were Official, and 
when she told Shreve so he seemed dtsconcerted, 
and told her that they were not official, and that if 
ebe would not let him have the girl he would have 
to put her to the trouble of serving her with a writ 
of habeas corpus; that it wonld be time enough to 
obey the Court when she got it. She asked Shreve 
where he would take Addie if she gave her to 
him, and he replied to friends, who would take good 
care of her and send her to school. She asked if 
the party was not Mr. Brown, of the Stock- Yards, 
and he replied Ves.“ Shreve n asked for the 
girl, and, when refused, left, sa ng he would soon 
return with the official papers. 

Tue Court remarked that the above was immate- 
rial. because the proceeding was in the way of 
contempt and up to this point the Court had noth- 
— whatever to do with the matter, — had taken no 
action. 

The affidavit goes on to say that on the 30th of 
November, Shreve called again, and sai 
with him and

and a petition for a writ. During the conversa- 
tioa Shreve told her that Addie’s mother wae nota 
fit person to take care of her. She said her father was 
anxious to have her, and, as be appegred to be a 
moral man, why not let him bave her, since 
e was coming to Chicago that very day. Sbreve 
said he was perfectly willing for her father to have 
her, and that was where her friends wanted her to 
go, but the difficulty was, they did not know where 
her father was, but understood he had gone East. 
Shreve led her to believe that be was an Officer of 
the court, and that ne was bound to see that everv- 
thing was all K She told bim that she had no 
person to send with the girl, and 
of nim several times if he 
be sure and take the gil to J 
Gary, and he always repliec that he would. She 
was very anxious to obey the writ, and allowed 
Addie to go with Shreve, never intending, howev- 
er, that he should have contro! over her other than 
to take her to court, eo that the Judge migat do 
what was right with her. During all the conversa- 
tions, buth on the first and second Gays. Shreve 
seemed very anxious to get possession of Addie. 
THE FATHER, CHARLES P. STEW ART, 
in his affidavit says that Addie is under 18, and 
that he never authorized her to be interfered with, 
and willing that she should 
remain in the House. One Brown. of the Stock- 
Yards, de was !nformed, had visited Addie at ber 
mother’s for the purpose of matrimony, and 
afterwards enticed her away, and paid her board 
and lodging in a house on Wabash avenue, where 
she was found by the detectives, living under the 
name of Mrs. Brown. 
In his answer, under oath, 
JUDGE SHREVE 
says he wasemployed as attorney to prepare the 
petition tor the writ, and. on 
with the facts 


being anxious 


du 

would probably release tho girl. Acting on this, 
he went tothe House and stated the facts to the 
Mother Superior. She asked if he had any pro- 
cess. lle showed her the Detition, and told ber if 
Addie was released it wonld not. be necessary to 
apply for the writ. Sue declined to release her. 
The petition was then presented to the Court, and 
the writ issued, he being directed by indorsement 
upon the back to serve it on the Mother Sa- 
perior. which be did. She asked when she should 
produce the body. and he told her the writ said she 
should do so forthwith. She then said she had no 
one to send her with. and asked him if she delivered 
her to him would he take her to the Court and 
give herareceipt. He told her he did not wish to 
give her trouble, that he would take her and de- 
liver her to the Court [Jndge Gary], and give ner a 
receipt that she had delivered tne girl to him. At 
her request he wrote her return. This he read to 
the Judge, who said, as Addie had been deliverea 
up. there was nothing more to be done, and she 
was discharged. He informed Addie of it, and 
she left the court-roonf? and he ba in't seen 
her since. He had no knowledge of her or 
those connected with her, having acted only as 
attorney to prosecute the writ. e doesn't know 
her present whereabouts, but was ‘informed, since 
the motion was made, that she is well cared for, 
and is at a school of her own choosing. So much 
of the Mother Superior’s statement as attributed to 
him any words calculated to produce on her mind 
the impression that he was authorized by the 
father to prosecute the writ was a clear misappre- 
hension, as he distinctiy informed her that he 
knew none of the parties neither her father nor 
mother. When she herself said, as her father was 
expected very soon, why not let him have 
her, he replied that if be were ench a persou as 
she represented, and the voung lady wished to go 
with him, she certainly could. 

The Court remarked that a Categorical! answer 
was not made to the allegation of the Mother Su- 
perior as to authority, so Judge Shreve added to 
his affidavit: 

That when the mg | Superior inquired if he was 
authorized to take Addie he answered certainly, 
he had authority to take her at her (the Mother 
Jupertor's request, and for her to deliver her to 
the Court, Py ae | at her request and 
in her behalf. lieving that a ful 
compliance with the statute. At 
no time, by word or manner, did he say that he 
was an officer authorized to taxe Addie. but ex- 
plained to the Mother Superior that the writ re- 
quired her to produce her, and he could only do so 
at her request. 

THE COURT, 

after reading over the affidavits, said if there was 
any wisrepresentation to the Mother Superior, — 
any imposition upon ber ignorance in connection 
with the service of the writ. —that would be a con- 
tempt of court: bat if she chose to send the girl to 
court by Shreve that was the end of the whole busi- 
ness, because the gir! was no longer in custody. 

Mr. Latshaw, attorney for the father, remarked 
that the Mother Superior was always anxious to 
have the girl there, —that she never intended 

The Court interrupted him with, „It doesn’t 
make any difference what she intenied. What she 
did is the question. 

Mr. Latshaw urged that the writ had not been 
legally served. 

The Court—That wonldn't be a contempt. 

Mr. Latshaw adverted to Shreve's subsequent 
acts, but did not state what they were. 

The Court said the girl was brought to coart, and 
as there was nobody to claim her custody he 
couldn't do anything. 

Mr, Latsbaw—But hadn't there been fraud! The 
Mother Superior's mind. wasn't legal. She natural- 
ly believed if che didn't hand over the girl she ner - 
self would be brought here. 

The Court didn't know wat she was afraid of; 
all he could inquire into was what she did. 

Mr. Lathshaw said Shreve was not a prooer per- 
son to bring the girl to court. and had no right to 
interfere with her liberty, 

The Court—The Mother Superior, if she chose, 
might relinquish the custody of the girl to any- 
body, The only consequence of not producing the 
body herself would be if she relinquished the 
custody to somebody who spirited the girl away, 
then 

SHE WOULD BB LIABLE FOR CONTEMPT. 

Mr. Latshaw conceded that the Mother Superior 
relinquished Adaie to Shreve, but upon what 
statements? The Court did not know, when the 
Kiri was brought in, under what circumstances 
she had been released. 

The Court said some one broaght him a letter 
from the Mother Superior Wanting him to post- 
pone the matter until Monday morning. He 
couldn't do that, as there was no one present upon 
whom he could make the order. The girl was 
present under no more restraint than he was. 

Mr. Latshaw— Wasn't it a misapprehension on 
the part of the Mother Superior that got her here? 
Who caused it? 

The Court didn't believe anybody had. 

Mr. Latshaw—If that is the case there is nothing 
more in the matter. 

The Court—Tuve girl was ont of every body's con- 
trol. It the mother herself had come, or sent an

of January, and, beside the ordinary 2 
of legislation, will be called upon to consider 
many subjects in which this city and county, 
together with other parts of the State, have 
a deep interest. One of the more important 
subjects, and one which this city has a greater 
direct interest im than any other is the 
améndment of the State Revenue law. This 
law was enacted in 1872 and went into opera- 
tion in 1873. It was a code in itself. It 
embraced in one act all the previous legisla- 
tion on the subject of taxation and revenue, 
with many improvements, many mistakes, 
many speoulati ve provisions, and much that 
was crade and imperfect. The two years 
intervening before the meeeting of the 
Legislature developed many defects, which 
were partially cured and remedied by the 
Legislature in 1875, and two years later (in 
1877) other defects and crudities were cor- 
rected, so that the law, relieved of some of 
its original monstrosities, has been reduced to 
measurably good working order. The change 
in the Constitution and the change from spe- 
cial to general laws involved a change of sev- 
eral varying systems of assessment, taxation, 
and collection, and to reduce all these to 
one harmonious system necessarily pro- 
dueed confusion, embarrassment, loss, and 
much injustice. To harmonize municipal 
taxation and collection—theretofore carried 
on under independent charters—with State 
taxation and collection was a matter of 
difficult management, but time and six years’ 
experience have contributed to make the 
task successful. 
Out of all this season of confusion, while 
the revenue system was in a state of transi- 
tion, there grew. up in this city—and it has ex- 
tended through the State—what is known as 
‘*tax-fighting,”—asystempy which the owner 
of taxable property refuses to pay his taxes, 
takes the chances of the Court sustaining or 
overruling the law, and, whether he win or 
lose, gains several years’ time, if he do not 
succeed in escaping taxation altogether. 
This practice has been somewhat the result 
of the decline in the values of real estate, the 
reduction of rental incomes, and also of the 
supposed uncertainties and defects in the 
law. Butthe loss upon municipalities has 
been very great, amounting at one time 
to nearly four millions of dollars in this 
city alone. The doubts and technicalities 
upon which legal tax-fighting has been car- 
ried on have been largely overcome by ju- 
dicial decisions and by timely amendments 
of the law by the Legislature. But the in- 


ventive genius of man seems always bent on 


the defeat of taxation, requiring the constant 
need of remedial legislation. | 
“Phe Revenue law is defective in that it 
provides no sufficient available penalty for 
the non-payment of taxes. The law allows 
the purchaser at @ tax-sale a fine for the use 
of the money advanced by him, but it in- 
volves certain other conditions, including 
that of paying all preceding and sub- 
sequent taxes on the same prop- 
erty. When, for instance, the city tax 
unpaid is $200, he has to pay that 


sum, also the State and county taxes for the 


game time, and all taxes previously due on 
the same property, as well as subsequent 
taxes,—city, State, county, and other,— 
and, if he fail to pay these, he 1s not entitled 
to a deed for the property. The purchase at 
a tax-sale, therefore, not only involves the 
payment of the $200, but also the payment 
perhaps of $600 to $800 more, before the 
‘purchaser can get a title. Under these cir- 
cumstances, there are but few persons who 
are willing to engage in the business of ad- 
vancing taxes on the chances of ultimate 
recovery. Each investment of that kind, to 
have any permanent security, requires the 
investor to be prepared to make further pay- 
ments two or three times greater than the 
original one. Under these circumstances, 
there are few orno cash purchases at tax-sales, 
and all property on which taxes are not paid 
is merely forfeited to the State, the only 
penalty being 10 per cent interest until paid. 
Persons therefore who can find other uses 
for their money do not pay their taxes ; they 
let the property be forfeited, and, after one 
forfeiture, there is but little danger of it be- 
ing purchased at tax-sale. So the property 
is left year after vear with the taxes unpaid. 
Occasionally, when a sale is made by the 
owner, or a new mortgage is executed, or an 
old mortgage foreclosed, the taxes have to be 
paid; but in the meantime all over the State 
a vast debt of ‘unpaid taxes is growing up, 
increasing annually at the rate of 10 per cent 
compounded. 
All this revenue is lost to the State, the 
cities, counties, and towns, and has to be made 
good by extra taxation on those who do pay 
their taxes. When a tax of fourmills would be 
sufficient to supply the revenue for a given 
purpose, it is necessary now to levy a tax of 
five mills im order to secure the needed rev- 
enue, because one-fourth or one-fifth of the 
taxes are unpaid on property forfeited to the 
State. This is especiallysevere on the City 
Governments. They are required by law to 
make specific appropriations for all their ex- 
penditures, and their tax-levy is limited to a 
rate sufficient to produce the aggregate sum 
of the appropriations, Any failure, therefore, 
in the payment of the taxes leaves a defi- 
ciency in the revenue which has to be car- 
ried in some fashion. If the rate be enlarged 
so as to cover the estimated deticiency, —and 
the loss of revenue may now be regarded as 
nearly 25 per cent,—then the rate mast be 
increased so as to extort from those who do

Under previous laws, and before the for- 
feiture business was tolerated, a tax-sale in 
this State was a valuable auxiliary in the 
collection of taxes. On the day of sale. if 
the property-owner did not appear and pay 
his taxes, the whole sun of the delinquent 
taxes of all kinds was paid over to the Co)- 
lector by persons who invested money in 
that way. There were no taxes left unpaid; 
the cily, State, town, and counly received 
all their revenue in cash, and such things as 
floating debts, unfunded debits, or scrip, 
were wholly-unnecessary. With all its rev- 
enue in hand the Government promptly met 
all its obligations. That should be the effect 


‘| of all revenue laws. Why should the cities, 


State, and counties be compelled to lend 
eight or ten millions of revenue—for that is 
the practical effect of the forfeiture busi- 
ness—to non-taxpayers ? Why should those 
who pay their taxes be compelled to pay an 
extra tax in order to supply the deficiency 
in the revenue caused by these loans to the 
delinquents ? |

— —— 
NATURALIZATION FRAUDS IN LARGE 
CITIES. 

A presentment recently made by a New 
York Grand Jury has brought a matter before 
the National Administration and Congress 
that merits prompt and thorough treatment. 
Itis in reference to the naturalization laws. 
The presentment we refer to grew out of a 
consideration of certain of the fraudulent 
naturalization papers of 1868 in New York, 
which were issued to the nmmber of 28,525, 
and a-large number of which have been kept 
on hand by the Tammany organization for 
the use of repeaters and emigrants at every 
recurring election. The jury condemned 
the issue of these papers as illegal, fraud- 
ulent, and void,” and they recommended, in 
the first instance, that proper steps be taken 
by the National Government to recover pos- 
sesion of them, cancel them, and prevent the 
issues of duplicates. This presentment is a 
very pertinent reply to Mr. FruxAN DO Woop’s 
resolution for investigating Commissioner 
Davenport because that gentleman refused 
to allow the hired repeaters to vote on such 
warrants; and, if Mr. Woop wants the mat- 
ter further illustrated, he may find a cut in 
the latest number of Harper's Weekly which 
gives very striking portraits of the gentle- 
men who would have voted on these certifi- 
cates if Commissioner Davenport had not 
‘‘ frightened” them off. But the investiga- 
tion of these particular papers led the Grand 
Jary to a consideration of the law itself, 
which they find to be confused and defective 
in many respects; and to the recommenda- 
tion that a new and uniform law be enacted 
that will serve the true purpose of naturali- 
zation better and the schemes of intriguing 
politicians not so well. 

Naturalization has always beon a favorite 
device for securing fraudulent votes in large 
cities, and it will always continue to be a 
fruitful source of abuses unless a stricter 
system be adopted. The recommendations 
of the New York Grand Jury seem to be 
well considered. Among the amendments 
and changes suggested are the following: 
That an honorable discharge from the navy 
shall carry with it the same privileges of citi- 
zenship as an honorable discharge from the 
army now does, which appears to be fair 
and proper. That an act of Congress be 
passed Jegalizing the paturalizations made 
between the adoption of the Revised Stat- 
utes in 1873 and the amendment to Sec. 
2,169 passed in 1875. It seems that among 
the many defegts of the careless revision of 
the United States Statutes was such a condi- 
tion of the law during the period named 
that no white alien was entitled to be made 
a citizen. That the law be so amended that 
no Court sittmg for the purpose of natural- 
izing aliens may entertain the application of 
more than one personata time. That a 
National Bureau of Record of Naturalized 
Citizens be established at Washington, and 
that the Courts be required to send to 
it at the end of each term certified copies 
of the naturalizations it has made; this 
provision is designed to enable naturalized 
citizens to protect their rights in case of the 
loss of their papers or the destruction of the 
local records; it will also assist in the de- 
tection and punishment of those voting on 
forged papers. That the wording and terms 
of the naturalization papers be uniform 
throughout the United States, and printed or 
engraved on paper of the Government mark, 
so that counterfeiting may be prevented. 
That explicit provisions as to the form and 
character of the court-records be made by 
national law, and that the whole system be 
so modified as to enable the exposure of 
frauds in the past and the prevention of 
frauds in the future. 

It is to be hoped that Congress will give 
this matter attention at an early day. There 
is no doubg the work of naturalization is car- 
ried on in, careless fashion under the pres- 
ent practices of the Courts, and that many 
frauds grow out of it which would not be 
possible under a more thorougn system. 
The proposed reform is one in which all 
lurge cities have a common interest. 


THE CHICAGO JUSTICES OF THE PEACE. 

The law provides that the Justices of the 
Peace for this city shall be appointed by the 
Governor on the recommendation of a ma- 
jority of the Circuit, Superior, and County 
Judges of Cook County, The terms of the 
present Justices expire in the spring, and 
there are nineteen positions to be filled. The 
Jndges will send down their recommenda- 
tions in a conple of months, and the candi- 
dates for appointment are now, and have 
been for some time, actively at work to bring 
sich influence to bear on the Judges as will 
incline them to a favorable consideration of 
their respective claims. There is probably 
no duty devolving upon any one of our 
Indges during his entire term to which so 
serious a responsibility is attached as to this 
recommendauon of candidates for Justices 
of the Peace. It virtually amounts to a se- 
jection, for the Governor almost invariably 
follows the recommendation of the loeal 
Judges, and the Senate almost uniformly 
contirm’. Both Governor and the Senate 
lee that the law relieves them of the re- 
sponsibility, and the character of our Jus- 
tices’ Courts is practically determined by the 
local jadicmry iu the higher Courts. 

It is important to note that the terms of 
the five Circuit Judges, who constitute a ma- 
jority of the judicial board of selection, ex- 
pire next June, when their positions are to 
be filled either by their re-election or the 
choice of other men. Among the swarm of 
candidates who are seeking the office of Jus- 
tice, many are using this fact to influence 
the Circuit Judges in their behalf. Nearly 
all the candi and their friends are en- 
deavoring to the Judges, in one way 
or another, y have political influence, 
which they will use in favor of the renomi- 
nation and re-election of the latter in case 
their own claims shall be recognized. In 
other words, Mr. A. B. seeks an appointment 
of Justice on the ground that he has

every claim of this kind ought to operate as 
a bar against the recommendation thus 


The Justices’ Courts of large cities are the 
dispensers of the great bulk of justice and 
injustice meted out to the common wayfar- 
ing people, All the suits involving sums 
under $200; nearly all the differences be- 
tween landlords and tenants; nearly all the 
disputes between employers and employes ; 
all the qnasi-criminal cases, and the prelimi- 
nary examinations on charges of indictable 
offenses, come before the Justices, and the 
disposition of these cases in the first instance 
most frequently determines the result. The 
troubles. and abuses growing out of bad 
judgment, ignorance of elementary and stat- 
utory law, favoritism, unscrupulous Consta- 
bles and packed juries in these Justices’ 
Oourts have furnished themes for too many 
local articles in the newspapers to require 
any enlargement now. It is scarcely too 
much to say that a bad Justice of the Peace 
is more injurious to a community like ours 
than an incompetent Judge on the Supreme 
Bench, There are some good Justices now 
in Chicago, and one who has reflected credit 
‘upon the position by accepting it. There can 
be no greater boon for Chicago than 
the retention of the good Justices and the 
riddance of those who are notoriously unfit 
for the places they hold. It ought not to be 
difficult to secure men now who are fairly 
versed in the law, and whose characters will 
assure intelligent and even-handed arbitra- 
tion in the minor criminal and civil cases 
which constitute the great mass of judicial 
proceedings in this large city. But the hope 
of such appointments will undoubtedly be 
defeated if the Circuit Judges lend their ears 
to any promise of assistance in their own re- 
election, or if any of the Judges who have a 
voice in the selection are governed by any 
other motive whatever than an assurance of 
competency and good character in the sani. 
dates they recommend. The very strongest 
claim the present Circuit Judges can make 
upon this community for re-election will be 
by the recommendation of an entire list of 
first-class men for the Justices’ Courts, 
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GERMAN SOCIALISM. 
The triumph of the anti-Socialist bill in 


the German Parliament marks another step 
in the scheme of Bismarck to cement and 
strengthen the unification of Germany, 
which was accomplished in 1871. The fall 
of Sedan awoke the people of Germany from 
dreams. The repressive measures of Bis- 
wance—at first directed against a powerful 
foreign Church which was dictating to the 
State, and next against a growing faction of 
the German peovle, which had begun to dic- 
tate both to the State and society—have 
aroused them to realities, or, at least, have 
confronted the rhapsodists, idyllists, and 
theorists with the determination of the Gov- 
ernment to substitute realities for specula- 
tions, especially those speculations which 
are dangerous to the existence of the Gov- 
ernment. There are not wanting those who 
think it would have been better for the fame 
of Bismarck and the Emperor had they died 
in 1871, in the full flush of victory, and in the 
accomplishment of German unity, so that 
the Government might have passed into the 
hands of the Crown-Prince, who is in accord 
with the progress of the age and liberal in 
his tendencies. But Bismarcx’s mission is 
not yet ended. He has succeeded in placing 
Germany beyond the threat of any foreign 
foe. He has now to perfect the unification 
which he has accomplished. In 1873 he 
said, I have need of ten years of peace in 
which to form Germany.” When Germany 
is formed his mission will be over, and the 
man of old methods and’ traditions will hand 
over a completed Empire to the man who 
represents the sentiment of the present age. 
To this formative work it is useless to deny 
that Socialism presented a startling and dan- 
gerous obstacle. To have ignored it would 
have been to leave the roots of a cancer that 
would soon have weakened and ultimately 
would have destroyed the whole body politic. 
It would be equally useless to deny that 
Bremancr’s way to the accomplishment of a 
purpose is the way of force, and the more dan- 
gerous the obstacle the more crushing is his 
force. In this respect he has never departed 
from the methods of the past. We may 
question the manner of his repression,—we 
may inquire whether less vigorous methods 
might not in the end accomplish the same 
purpose; but it is to be remembered in the 
case of Socialism that it was not an incipient 
evil, but had reached such dimensions that 
temporizing was fraught with danger, both 
to society and tothe Government. It had 
already inspired its assassins to strike at him, 
aud twice within a short time they had 
sought the life of the Emperor. Its ranks 
had been so recruited, owing to the depress- 
ing influences of thethard times, that in the 
recent Parliamentary elections it polled a 
million of votes, and almost swept the City 
of Berlin. In the ordinary Trades-Unions 
of Germany there is no danger; but Social- 
ism had developed and fostered the growth 
of co-operative societies which aimed 
to destroy the rights of property. 
Under the garb of science and even of relig- 
ion it threatened individual rights. Its 
literature was becoming enormous. It had 
fifty periodical publications,—twelve of them 
dailies, having an aggregate circulation of 
nearly 150,000 copies, which is very large 
considering the grade of intelligence of their 
readers. Every one of these which in any 
way threatened the Government—and there 
were many of them whose influence was sub- 
versive of law and order—has been sup- 
pressed. It may be that many of them, if 
they had been left to themselves, would have 
died; but Bismarck never waits for things to 
die. He ends them at once, The time had 
come for him to st#ike, for the evidence was 
positive that Socialism was in league against 
the Government to destroy it. But Social- 
ism in Germany, like Socialism everywhere 
else, is not only an enemy of government but 
of society. Government protects society, 
and to strike at society it must first strike at 
the Government. Those who complain of 
Bismancz's severity in protecting the Govern- 
ment should consider the more terrible re- 
sults that would happen were society called

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ber the horrible scenes in Paris when the 
people rose freed themselves from the 
Commune, and ended it in blood. 

The action of the German Government in re- 
pressing the Socialists will undoubtedly drive 
many of them to our dhores. “ The advance- 
guard has already commenced tb arrive. The 
country is large enough to hold them, as it 
was large enough to hold the refugees of 
1848. It will welcome the former as heartily 
as it did the latter so long as they conform 
to the spirit of our laws and institutions. 
Should they at any time, however, enter into 
combinations against the Government,— 
should they at any time in this country, 
where the majority of its citizens are free- 
holders, conspire against the property or 
against the rights of the individual, which 
are guaranteed by the State. then the people 
wili rise and ¢nd Socialism, even if it be in 


blood.

THE SUIT AGAINST RUSKIN. 

Mr. Russ was lately syed for libel in 
London by an artist whose works he had 
criticised. The artist in question was Mr. 
Wuistier, an American by birth, who went 
over to England many years ago. WHISTLER 
got a fair and, legitimate start. He was stu- 
dious, diligent, and conscientious. At first 
he paid as much attention to composition 
and form as to color, and was in a measure 
successful in the expression of all three. 
But he soon developed a remarkable taste in 
color, and a fondness for broad effects, pro- 
duced chiefly by means of it. His talent was 
seen and appreciated by the pub- 
lic, People began to pay him for 
/his coloring, without much reference to the 
other qualities of his paintings. He became 
the fashion. Fabulous prices were paid for 
his, paintings. He increased his speed to 
keep up with the demand, until, on his own 
testimony, it became no uncommon thing 
for him to knock off a piece that would 
fetch 150 to 200 guineas in a day and a half. 
The consequence of all this was, as might 
have been expected, that his head was turned. 
He was led by the public taste instead of 
leading it, and learned to consider color as 
the chief thing in painting. He was infected 
with the slang and cant of a certain school 
in music, and called his pieces Nocturnes,” 
or some other such stuff, making them avow- 
edly studies of color alone, but giving them 
just form enough to entitle them to the 
uname of paintings in the opinion of the mob. 

Mr. Rusaiw observed the growth of Mr. 
Wuistizer’s fame on these grounds with 
deep concern. As a conservator of true art 
among the people he feared the influence of 
these false ideas upon the public taste. So 
he took up the matter in Furs Clavigera, his 
paper, the aim of which has always been to 
put the whole truth about such subjects as it 
discusses in terse and vigorous language. 
He remarked upon some of Mr. Wnisrrxn's 
paintings: Sir Courrs Liypsay ought not 
to have admitted works into the gallery in 
which the illeducated conceit of the artist 
so nearly approached the aspect of willful 
imposture. I have seen and heard much of 
cockney impudence before now, but never 
expected to hear a coxcomb ask 200 guineas 
for flinging a pot of paint in the public’s face.” 

This language not unnaturally had an 
immediate effect upon the sale of Mr. 
Wuistier’s paintings. It knocked the bot- 
tom out of the market for Novturnes, so to 
speak. For, whatever may be thought of 
Mr. Rvusxr’s eccentricities, the English 
people are persuaded that. he is thoroughly 
honest and competent to discuss art matters. 
He has the two necessary qualifications of a 
good critic, and he has these in such an 
eminent degree that he is something more 
than an ordinary critic. He has an authori- 
ty in English art circles such as no man ever 
possessed before him, and probably no 
man will ever possess again. In this 
case of Mr. Wuuistruzr’s, the person who 
appears to have most seriously. dis- 
puted the candid judgment of Mr. Rusxim 
was the artist himself. He could not submit 
to it because it threatened to take away his 
bread and butter. 80 Mr. Wuistuzr insti- 
tuted a suit for libel against Mr. Rusxr. 
The case was ably tried on both sides; 
witnesses were found to testify that Wurst- 
LER was a great artist, and that, in the strict 
sense of the word, he was no artist at all; 
eloguent counsel addressed the jury, and the 
result was a verdict of one farthing damages, 
without costs. The only party to gain by 
the suit, therefore, is the large body of law- 
yers and court officials concerned in it. 

We have reported this case at some 
length, both because it is interesting in it- 
self, and because it is valuable as marking 
the limits of true criticism. Nobody, we 
presume, will justify Mr. Rusxrn in calling 
Mr. WutstLer a ** coxcomb” and “ an impu- 
dent cockney,” merely because that unfortu- 
nate artist had failed to paint well. On the 
other hand, everybody will applaud the stern 
language of the critic so far as it tends to 
uphold the cause of true art against charla- 
tanism or ignorance. The difference marks 
the point at which criticism of artists ceases 
to be legitimate. So long as criticism is 
confined to works, it cannot be too severe, 
provided it be honest. Severe criticism 
never kept the public in ignorance of a work 
of true merit, while injudicious praise has 
spoiled the making of many a good artist, 
and robbed the world of masterpieces. But 
when criticism passes beyond the works of 
an artist and attacks his person.or motives it 
ceases to be criticism in the true sense of 
that word. -The liberty of the critic in that 
case touches upon the liberty of a person as 
important as himself;—that is, the artist. 
Every man who exhibits his work to the 
public invites the expression of opin- 
ion about it in the very act; but 
no man asks or desires the public 
press to judge of his motives or character 
without particular reason. Mr. Ruskin com- 
mitted a real offense against good manners 
and public morals when he called WMSsTLZR 
an impudent cockney ” and a coxcomb.” 
If the latter had confined his case to the 
libel contained in these words he would no 
doubt have obtained damages, for it is sus- 
ceptible of proof that Waisruer is neither a 
** coxcomb ” nor a ** cockney.” It would, 
however, have been manifestly ridiculous 
for a man of sense to endeavor to clear him- 
self of either of these imputations before a 
jury. In this country, some men affronted 
in this manner would have known how to put 
the critic right withont seeking a court 
of law. It might, under some circum. 
stances, seem better to forego the exquisite 
pleasure of calling a man hard names, if that 
pleasure were likely to be attended with the 
risk of personal violence. If Mr. Watstizer 
had put a nocturne in black and blue over 
Mr. Roskiw's eye he would have treated him 
no worse than he deserved, and he might at 
the same time have taught a valuable lesson 
toa whole generation of critics, who seem 
in much need of learning that there is a wide 
difference between personal abuse and fair 
criticism of works of art.

We shall 
no longer be abie to lock up our seeret thoughts 
therein, nor seclude them in any way from 3 
microphonic interviewer bent on reporting our 
“true inwardness.“ Hypocrisy and untruth- 
fulness may well wince at the future vrospect, 
which isto make the business of deceit and 
lying a trifle more difficult than et present. It 
is humane to prepare this class for this emer- 
gency. We have no doubt they will be equal to 
it, and school themselves to such a degree of 
dishonesty that they won’t even think the 
truth. As for us honest people, we he ve not 
much to fear from this new mechanical 
inquisition; but still there is a sort of shrinking 
from the *tapping’’ process that may sooner 
or later microphine our mind’s domain and steal 
the few little sacred secrets which we have care- 
fully inclosed therein. We would still prefer 
to bold our own watch and ward at the gates of 
this retreat into which occasionally we retire,— 
our sanctuaries of remembrances, of hopes 
and disappointments, of pride and humility, of 
ambitions and defeats, of triumph and of weak- 
ness, where the world with its selfishness and 
sinister judgments can never enter without our 
leave. We would still be, as of old, chary of 
our inmost thoughts, and still be inclined to 
hide them from our most cherished friend, if 
we fancied he was making discoveries in saying

for colic, stomach-ache, cramps. tooth-ache, 
colds, damps. chills, olues, or any other ailment. 
What have you to sav on anv of these points, and 
especially in regard to what Dr. D'Uncer is effect- 
ing with his new cure? INQUIRER.

Still they are always ia danger, more or less, of 
a relapse,—of falling before the basilisk’s eye or 
the fumes of its breath. Moral and religious 
influences can do much in strengthening their 
resolation to keep out of the way of tempta-.

PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS.

It is 400 
fect long, has a roadway twenty-four 
feet wide, and sidewalks twelve feet wide. 
Including the earth-filling and graveling, the en- 
tire cost of this improvement ll be about $11, - 
500. which Milwaukee County bears, To complete 
the work, fences remain to be built to afford pro- 
tection from falling over the high embankments at 
each end of the viaduct. When this is done, and 
some necessary cutting and widening of roadways 
is completed on the hills both east and west of the 
viaduct, the drive will be one of the finest in the 
Western country. 

The viaducts above referred to have suggested a 
similar improvement in connection withMenomonee 
bridge. The travel over this structure is very 
large, and increasing annually. The b is low 
and the channel so narrow that blockades are of 
frequent occurrence during the season of naviga- 
tion. Besides, the tracks of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railway cross West Water street, thus 
jeopardizing life and limb in consequeace of the 
danger of accidents from passing trains. A tunnel 
has been suggested to avoid the existing danger of 
delay. and‘accidents. But the construction of a 
tunnel will involve an outlay of fully half @ million 
of dollars. if not more. And experience in 
Chicago has demons that tuanels are 
not rega with sufficient favor to 
utilized. People prefer a climb of ten feet toa 
descent of one foot, particularly when the descent 
leads under a navigabie stream of water, burdened 
by commerce. In order to decrease the tendency 
to delay fully one-half, it would be necessary to 

raise the bridge, and to raise the bridge will in- 

volve the erection of an iron viaduct, similar to 
the one at the First avenue railroad crossing. It is

The 
proposition is to place Menomonee bridge in repair, 
80 that it will lest fully one year longer. hen 
when it becomes necessary to replace the rickety 
old structure witn a substantial iron bridge, the 
latter can be raised so as to bring it twelve or thir- 
teen feet above the water. To do this will render 
necessary the construction of @ viaduuct approach 
on the north, because of the proximity of the rail- 
road tracks crossing West Water street.

The 
viaduct can be constructed with à roadway thirty- 
five or forty feet wide and sidewal«e six to eight 
feet wide, inning near the approach of Buffalo 
street bridge, and rising gradually until the ievel 
of the Menomonee bridge is reached. The bri 
can be shifted eastward to accommodate the new 
line of approach. To do this will involve the con- 
demnation and purchase of so much of the Clark 
Shepardson property as is now occupied by the 
buiidings Pa south of the Monomoncece River. At 
the same time provision can be made for widening 
the channel on that side so 26 to avoid all danger 
of dlockades through tne movement of vesseis in 
the season of navigation, The grade on the south 
side can be arranged so as to slope to a point about 
midway between the bridge and the Union depot. 
In case the elevation of the viaduct north of the 
bridge 1s not sufficient for the passage of freight- 
cars, the tracks can be lowered several feet, as with 
a viaduct the necessity for maintaining the present 
grade of West Water street at that point will cease 
to exist. The plan outlined above will recommend 
itself as not only feasible but inexoensive also in 
comparison with the tunnel project so frequently 
broached by people who regard its novelty rather 
than its usefulness. 


INCENDIARISM CHECKED. 

The tendency to incendiarism in connection 
with business houses, which became so strik- 
ingly marked a few weeks ago, has received an 
unexpected check, thanks to the stand 
taken by several of the city dailies, 
prominent among which may be men- 
tioned the Peening Wisconsin (English) 
and Freie Presse (German). Since the exposures 
in connection with the Fair 99cent store, run 
by one Lewis Cole, and the drv-goods store of 
H. Einbock, on I bird street, ao more acts of 
incendiarism have been brought to light, and 
it is not at all probable that any more will 
occur, at least until alter the holidays. In the 
case of the Fair 99-cent establishment, the ap- 
praisement of stock, made since the fire, foots 
up about $12,000. The damage to goods in 
sight is a at 83.100, while the 
value of stock totally destroved is 
estimated at anywhere from $100 to 
$400. The insurance upon the contents 
of the store amounted to $25,000. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Cole ogjects to the figures made 
by the adjuster, which will be accepted by the 
underwriters asthe only basis for a settlement of 
the loss. He is said to claim that the value of 
goods totally destroyed exceeds the figures made 
by the adjuster of damage to the entire stock. The 
underwriters propose te let him try tne virtue of 
A measures if their oer does not prove accept - 
able. 

The damage to the stock in the Einbock store 
amounts to fully $3,000, according to apprate- 
ment of experts. This is fully $2.200 more 
than the estimate of Chief ngincer Clay- 
mier. and $2,500 more than the figures mage ty 
the underwriters’ agents interested on the morn- 
ing after the fire. But the underwriters are un- 
wiiling to settie at these-figures except at the tail- 
end ofa legal contest, and the prospect is that 
something of the kind will result. The finger of 
suspicion points so strongly in the direction of the 
incendiary that people wonder why che party sus- 

cted is not arrested and put on trial for the act.

Corn and oats were firm, and tended to quietness. 
The lower grades of wheat were in good shipping 
request. Snow fell freely all the morning, and 
continued to fall till the close of trading, which 
was generally looked toto cause a let- up in the 
receipts of grain, so that short sellers were not 
very numerous. At the same time buyers were 
less disposed to enter upon new tradesto extend 
over the holidays, and some were settling up out- 
standing contracts. The reported weakness in 
freights, noted elsewhere, tended to sustain 
prices. 

Dry-goods jobbers were not very busy. Orders 
were numerous enough, but they were uniformly 
for small amounts, no one showing any inclination 
to buyin advance of immediate requirements.

HOLLAND--THE HAGUE.

it requires some courage, and mare enthusi- 
asm than generally exists, to tempt the ordi- 
nary Amerivan traveler to leave fair Brussels 
and turn his face toward the north, but more of 
both courage ana enthusiasm are required to 
continue northward when the old City of Ant- 
werp has been reached and rifled. One of our 
little family of enthusiasts ‘betrayed much mis- 
giving as the possibilities of the Holland tongue 
began to dawn upon us. In Paris one finds a 
few French words now and then intelligible, 
and you can see English Spoken“ in the 
windows of almost all its prominent shops, 
which is something of a relief to most of us, 
though the persons who speak English are 
rarely to be found; but, as one looks 
nortbward, the linguistic difficulties grow to 
be tremendous in appearance, aud certain 
qualms and doubtings enter when the 
tceling asserts itself that you have actually cut 
off your retreat aud are rolling on toward the 
Zuyder Zee and the terra incognita about it at 
railway speed. But these difficulties uniformly 
disappear, as others do, when resolutely and 
smulingiv faced. 

The distance from Antwerp to The Hague, 
some seventy-five miles, is overcome in about 
four hours and a half, which includes a Custom- 
House detention of over balf an hour,—a pleas- 
ant ride on a bright day, such as we ‘had, but 
its first moments made serious by the vain re- 
grets of our omissions, of what we should have 
done and seen, and could, too, had we been 
hard-working and energetic, in the city by the 
Scheldt, as I fear we were not. Getting on, bow- 
ever, toward the Holland line, the bread green 
stretches of level meadow appeared, upon which 
active windmills became more numerous, neat- 
ness and thrift forming a part of the 
landscape itself; the irrigating drains to our 
right and left, in jong, straint lines, crossing 
each other with rigid regularity—afterward

or coniiscation to our little pagty, but 
the examination of trunks, boxes and bundles, 
hand-satchels and traveling-bags, caunot be 
proceeded with without much frictign and an 
povance. We bad no difficulty; the statement 
that we were *‘ American travelers,’: and had 
nutning dutiable, Was accepted by those gentle- 


‘manly douaniers, and they seemed anxious to 


help us along, disturbing our luqgagi as little 
as possible. but rarely omitting a slight exami- 
nation. Your personal presence, a yood-tem- 
pered response tu the officer’s questiaps, witb a 
large modicum of truth in the rephig, a cheer- 
ful acquiescence in the customs of thg country, 
and alertness in unlocking and coping your 
trunks ready for action, — these will do qyerything 
tor you in robbing the Customs ordpal of fis 
pain, if it does not make it a pleasurgole relief 
from the monotony of travel. The e¥perienced 
traveler will often add to all this a guiden or 
two to the officer for bis kindvess ig hurrying 


you through, but this mast. bedonew in delicate f 


way, and 1 have known it to be dangerous, 
though never to have been refused. 
HOLLAND, 4 

Pulling out of this lovely little Village of 
Roosendaal, with the perfume of the roses aud 
ether garden flowers that beautified the plot of 
ground about the station still lingering with 
us, we began to feel Holland; in mapy ways it 
became clear to us that bere was a nation in 
which life was serious and earnest; it was clear 
to us that the Jardin Mabille’’ coul no more 
thrive here than a Society of Friepds could 
under the shadow of the Arc |l’Etoilg; and vet 
there was a cheerful brightness about the peo- 
ple that was as far from the mercuriajity of the 
Parisian as it was from the gravijy of the 
Capuchin. There is little, of variezy in the 
common Holland landscape; the win@inilis and 
eanals ring the only changes in the monotone; 
but these had not yet lost their noveſty for as, 
and we saluted each new windmill ad dike as 
helping us to the knowledge we came for. 

One of the longest and most carejuliv con- 
structed railway bridges in the work is upon 
this route from Antwerp to Rotter jam, that 
across the Hollandsch Diep, an estuggy ot the 
great North Sea, into and through Fhich the 
Maas finally and torvidiy flows. A sad struct- 
ure of stone, iron, and steel, som one and 
three-fourths miles in length, and acted ata 
cost of three and a half years’ time and over 
$2.500,000,—greatly less than the estijpate, too. 
The old City of Dort. in which in 15% the first 
Assembly of the States General was feld, that 
resulted in the foundation of the public, is 
next passed, and we dash into Rottergam at an 


elevation of some twenty-five or thirty. feet, aud 


rest a few minutes in front of the Bourge, where 
the bulls and bears of this famous old 
city ruin their digestion. We looked down 
upon them, gathered about the entrance to 
their temple, thought of the complications the 
language of Holland would add to oug business 
of buying and selling, thanked our stars, and 
took courage. Moving on again we next come 
to the aromatic Schiedam, thatis able to sup- 
port one distillery to every 100 inhabitants, 
and there are 22, people there; our express 
train does not pay the respect to this little city 
that much of the rest of the world does, and 
passes through it with a shrill scream; nor does 
it recognize quiet old Deift beyond as of greater 
importance,—poor Delft, from which all of delft 
save its name has long since departed,—its 
ceramic manufactories closed long ago, its ex- 
perts therein dead and gone, their cunning 
buried with them, and its treasures in blue 
and white—the little Chiuamen on 
pointed bridges —dispersed by the eur- 
rents of trade and the clumsiness 
of servants, have disappeared as blossom-snows 
before the sun of spring. The China-maniac has 
been in Delft in such strength and to such pur- 
pose that you can if you will secure“ a bit of 
that precious pottery now almost anywhere else 
in the civilized world; but you can flud no bit 
of it in tranquil, melancholy Delit. 

But Delft bas its historical value to even the 
hurried worker on a short vacation. There 1s 
an exaltation about her atmosphere when one 
finds William of Orange, the greatest of Hol- 
land’s patriots; Van Tromp. the greatest of her 
sailors; and old Master Miervelt, the first of ber 
great portrait-painters, so closely connected 
with her eventful past. 

The epires and woods of The Hague are now 
in sight, and we are close to the proper heart of 
Holland. 

THE HAGUE. f 

The Hague —'s Graveuhage— the political cap- 
ital and courtly centre of Holland, originally a 
hunting-seat of its Counts, and deriving its. 
name from the hedge or inclosure of the do- 
main, is one of the most charming cities of the 
Kingdom, the favorite residence of its nobility, 
and the depository of many of its precious art 
treasures. Without manufacturing or mercap- 
tile power, it yet-exnibits much business activity, 
and its two or three principal shop streets, com- 
pactly built, are nearly always busy, and often 
crowded. But the residence quarters of the 
city impress the stranger at oute with their

The picture- 
gallery, the museums, the library and its won- 
derful collection of missals and cam and its 
rare old Curator, with whom we deposited one 
of the first of our new silver dollars for safe- 
keeping among his curious coins, and for 
which he expressed profound respect and 
gratitude—all these, and much more, are there. 
But let me here say a word of the “ House in 
the Wood,” one of the attractions of The Hague. 
A short drive through the Bosch, or park, over 
one of the very common brick roads,—and good 
roads they are too when built of good brick,—and 
we arrive at this quaint old mansion, erected 
about the year 1650 by the Princess Amalie, 
widow of Prince Frederick Henry of Orange, to 
his memory. This palace has continued in 
session of the Government ever since, and the 
good Queen of Holland, lately deceased, occu- 
pied it for a residence, her worthless husband, 
the present King, spending bis timeand revenue 
mainly in Paris, to the disgust of his subjects, 
by whom he appears to be heartily despised; but 
this old nest, as room after room opened to 
us, is of exquisite interest. A Chinése 
room is among its curious features, and 
the sun’s brother is remembered, at least when 
his gorgeous gifts are looked at; a Japanese 
room is opened, and we all become worshipers 
of the sacred mouptain and holy stork, iu sil- 
ver and gold, and fine embroidery, Then the 
dining-room, a marvel of the art decorative, 
grisailles by De Wit adorning’ its lofty panels, 
representing Greek mythological beings in 
bas-relief effect, and with exceeding beauty. 
But the chiei apartment is the Hall of Orange, 
of ectagoval form, lighted mainly from the 
eupola,—the bail-room of the mansion; its 
decorations are of the richest; and its Wallis cov- 
ered with allegorical representations of the 
Priuce's triumphs are ot surpessing merit. But 
to us perhaps the most expressive handwriting 
upon all these old walisisafine oil painting, 
about life-size as I remember it, of our own dis- 
tinguished Motley. It is unnecessary here tospeak 
of the great propriety of this compliment; but 
as an evidence of the recognition by the Hol- 
land Government, through its noble Queen, of 
Mr. Motley’s great services, it bas the charm of 
delicacy as well as rarity, Nesting witbin the 
very inner temple, as it were, and within view 
of this noble wood, the very heart of a country 
he must bave loved and respected, is this effort, 
doubtless of a loving, reverential hand, to pre- 
enerations of the iand the 
dignified features of one of its most loval and 
deyoted friends.

THE COUNTY BUILDING. 
The December Grand Jury commences 
work to-morrow morning. 


Ex-Sheriff Kern will file his petition fora 
recount of the votes cast at the late election in the 
Coanty Court to-morrow. 


The prisoners indicted by the late Grand 
Jury were arraigned yesterday afternoon. Most of 


them vieaded not guilty, tncladi those charged 
with the killing of Officer Race. * 


The matter of issuing $750,000 in bonds 
for Court-House purposes will come up in the 
County Board to-morrow. The order of Court im 
the matter will be presented, and there is a ques- 
tion whether it will be referred, or whether a vote 
will be taken on the question at once. So far as 
could de learned from the Commissionere yester- 
day, no one had threatened to come forward with 
an injunction. 


The special Committee appointed at the 
last meeting of the Board to consider the matter of 
fixmg the allowance for dieting the jail prisoners 
met yesterday afternoon, Sheriff Hoffmann being 
present. The Committee is composed of Mesers. 
Stewart, Wood, Boese. Wheeler, and Fitzgerald, 
and, several of them being gifted in the way of 
talking, a great deal was said. Mr. Wood, in the 
course of the talk, moved to fc the price at 
20 cents, and Mr. Wheeler thought 25 cents 
would be a fair allowance. Messrs. Fitzgerald, 
Boese, and Stewart concurred with Mr. Wood, and 
his motion prevailed, whereupon Sheriff Hoffmann 
said he would not accept 20 cents. Mr. Coburn 
was present, and asked him, in response, what he 
was paying for what he furnished tne prisoners, 
and his answer was, 3% cents for meat, from 3 to 
4 cents for bread, and 13 cents for coffee. Mr. 
Coburn then pulled from bis et a carefuily- 
prepared exhibit of the cost of furnishing rations 
to the United States troops quartered in the city 
during the riots of over a year ago, showing that 
while they were given meat costing 11 cents, cof- 
fee costing 17 cents, beans costing $3.41 per 100 
pounds, rice costing $7.12 per 100, and tea cost- 
ing 40 cents per pound, and good sugar and can- 
dies. the cost of feeding them was only 14% cents 
perday. Hethen went on toshow that, fixing the 
price of meat at 6 cents, —the price now paid by the 
county, —the cost would bealittle over 11% cents, 
and at four cents the cost would be about 10%; and, 
leaving out the tea, sugar, and candles, — Which 
are not furnished to the prisoners, —the actual 
cost of dieting would be about nine and a half 
cents. He was very enthusiastic and earnest in 
ms arguments, and went so far as to offer to pay 
the Sheriff $1,000 bonus if he would take the 
contract to feed the prisoners at 20 cents and sub- 
let it to him for 18 cents, and to give bond that 
they would be fed better than they now are. Mr. 
Hoffmann, of course, refused the offer, knowing 
that a Commissioner could not be a county con- 
tractor, but Mr. Coburn got around this by offer- 
ing to furnish him the names of persons who 
would take bis offer. Mr. Hoffmann this, 
too, and said that if the price was fixed at 20 
cents he would feed the prisoners and send 
the bills to the Board, etc. The rgsult of the confab 
was that the Committee will rt to the Board 
to-morrow, fixingtne price of dieting at twenty 
cents, and with the report will bea resolution to 
the effect that if the ff dees not accept the 
offer he will have to send his bills to Board, the 
dea being, however. since he has them 
understand wat be is paying for that 
they will pot pay a larger price. bether the re- 
— will be adopted or not no one can foreteli, bat 
the indications are that it will.

Origen describes it as a Catholic 
epistle (Cont. Cels., i.. 65), and seems to think 
it among the sacred Scriptures(Comm. in Rom. 
I., 24). Other statements bave been quo i 
from the Fathers to show that they held this | i 
to be an authentic production of the Apostolic 
Barnabas; and certainly no other name is even 
hinted at min Christian antiquity as that of the 
writer.’’—Ante-Nic.

Few countries could be subjected to so steady a 
drain upon their productive strength and not 
become evidentiy weaker for it. 


Martin Luther’s will has been—not admitted 
to probate nor contested g disgruutled heirs— 
but critically examined by a committee of 
learned experts. After comparing every word 
of this manuscript with a number of original 
letters in Luther’s handwriting, they have 
unanimously agreed that it is the genuine handi- 
work of the Reformer. This peculiar treasure 
was the property of the learned theologian, 
Johann Benedict Carpzovius, and passed into 
Hungary with bis other manuscripts, which 
were purchased bv a wealthy coilector, J. 
Jaukovics. The Testamentum Lutberi“ 80 
fascinated the Archduchess Maria Dorothea that 
she persuaded its owner to sellitto her for a 
large sum, and she then presented fit to the 
Evangelical Church of Hungary, in whose ar- 
chives it has ever since beeu preserved. These 
proprietors have never dared to assert its au- 
thenticity, while they have until lately feared 
to submit it to a rigorous probation by com- 
petent scholars, dreading lest it should be de- 
clared spurious.

Boys will be boys, even under such try- 
ing circumstances. They were just as happy as 
though they had been blessed with the gift of 
speech. At times they got quite excited in their 
arguments, and again something funny, told by 
a mischievous mute, would raise a repressed 
laugh. Here and there, among the older mem- 
bers of the congregation, a hand could be seen 
communicating some bit of news to a comrade 
on the other side of the church. But not 4 note 
of speech broke the silence. Now and thena 
late arrival with creaking boots tip-toed up the 
aisle, and here the difference between this and 
other congregations was marked, for not a head 
was turned in the direction of the sounds. The 
constant »anging of the large door and the 
laughter of some young men in the vestibule of 
the church, aes it annoyed the reporter ex- 
ceedingly, was unheeded by the congregation. 
After the benediction was pronounced the wor- 
shipers knelt in prayer, but, instead of closin 
their eyes, fixed them on the pastor, who pray 
as he had preached. There was no music, for it 
would have been wasted upon this audience.

Unrcaeo, Dec. 14.—Whett you accepted, with 
kindness, my last letter, you remarked that I 
would have to write again. Such, certainly, was 
not my intention; but it was not Khown then, 
if even suspected, that u two short weeks the 
Exhibition would grow out of ite first propor- 
tions, beautiful as they were, into the larger and 
more magnificent proportions it bas now at- 
tained to. And, what is surprising, contribu- 
tions are still arriving at the Exhibition rooms; 
and still offers sre coming in, of all sorts of 


curious, and rare, and beautiful things, for 
which there is no room. From near 
aud fur, the amiable and Worthy 
President is daily greeted with con- 
gratulations upon the already known success 
of the undertaking. The Decorative Art Socie- 
ty is undoubtedly to be congratulated upon the 
interest it has succeeded in diffusing in its 
work and the influence that is being visibly 
exerted on the public taste. It is in the hope 
that somewhat I may say will belp in the same 
direction that the following is submitted. But 
let no one take anything that may be said as 
intended to dictate to any one what to admtre. 
The sole intention is to present in an array. as 
—— and ifviting as possible, as man leading 
articles in this Exhibition as can be convenient- 
ly named, 

I will purgue no fixed course through the 
rooms. Objects as they would naturally pre- 
sent themselves to the eye of the visitor shall 
have attention. Beginning again, therefoge, at 
the south end of the room, the fine Dresden 
yorcelain cabinet owned by Mrs. Marshall 

eld is worthy of particular notice. It is al- 
most too delicate a plece of furniture to be in 
this place, and for this reason is not balf so 
beautiful as it is, doubticas, in the apartment in 
which it usually stands. For fitness of any ar- 
ticle to its intended use isa large element in 
what constitutes the very idea of beauty. Here 
this most delicately beautiful cabinet is sur- 
rounded, necessarily, by heavy brouzes, minssy 
woodwork, and other incongruous things, and is 
seen to disadvantage. As it is, there is nothing 
in the whole collection that ean compare with it 
for exquisite beauty, both of forma and finish. 
The catalogue describes it in brief as very large 
and elaborate, illustrating the painting, relief, 
Hire, and style of the last century. Indeed, ft 
is so large that, in order to support its weight, 
the legs and feet are made so thick that in any 
other material they would look clumsy. A cen- 
tury or two ago, when timber was cheap and 
skilled labor scarce, furpiture of all kinds was 
made heavy aud cumbersome. That was before 
the age of artistic design. Now the effort is to 
use as little timber and as much skilled labor 
as possible. According to our present 
ideas of beauty and form, only so 
much strength of the legs, for instance, 
of a table or a chair, as Will fairly sufllee for a 
superstructure that is barely adequate, is al- 
Jowable. This Dresden cabinet, tnerefore,—and 
I would not be too didactic.—illustrates per- 
fectly a foundation principle in all art forms in 
furuiture. If it were possible to convert this 
cabinet as it stands into wood, every dea of 
beauty we have of it now would vanish utterly. 
It would have a top that could be supported by 
the four legs of a common chair, and a bottom 
that would bold up a ton's weight. Fortuvate- 
ly no such ateient can happen to it, Some of 
the fieures that are at present placed on it do 
not pertain to it, and, in fact, do it au injury. Its 
columns ar- fine, and the small corver figures are 
a help. The painted medallions in the style of 
Watteau, ona blue ground, with gilt borders, 
are graceful and brillfant. A pair of vases owned 
by Miss Edson Keith, also Dresden, stand near, 
and are truly lovely. They are flask-sbaped, 
and wound round with branches of flowers in 
relief. All about one is a variety of things to 
awaken delight. There are Egyptian products 
of the loom and the needle, emblazoned screens, 
and “cups of that frail crretal, whose hues 
change like those of the pigeon’s plumage.“ 

Mrs. Leiter's large case in the centre of the 
room contains, among other things, some 
ancient and modern Oriental embroideries, 
newly-afranged rugs, gilt lacquer stands, iron- 
wood tables, vases, and a screen which 
seems to contain an atmosphere of its 
awn, and in which flowers actually 
blossom, and birds of gold, and silver, 
and scarlet wings are flying about. Directly 
opposite is d small case, filed with flit tea- 
pote, in all sizes, shapes, and styles of decora- 
tion, belonging to Mrs. C. J. Barnes. They ure 
a curious study, and justify this lady’s de- 
termination to bring together examples of all 
the rare and valuable tea-pots in the world. 

IN CARVED WOODWORK 

the collection is exceedingly rich. Mrs. H. C. 
Rew has an Italian casket, with classic subjects 
on panels in high relief. There is another beau- 
tiful casket, Italtan wood-carving, lent by Mrs. 
E. G. Asay. Also, lent by the same lady, an 
escritoire of Sorrento (inlaid wood), highly 
finished and exquisitely decorated, with many 
compartments and secret drawers. It 
has been exhibited before at the Lon- 
dou Exhibition of 15862, and was given 
the prize. A corner cabinet in the old Dutch 
style, inlaid, which deserves to be examined, 
is coutributed by Mrs. A. N. Eddy. A fine 
specimen of Chinese wood-carving is a book- 
stand owned by Mrs. E. W. Blatenford. A rich- 
ly-carved Ohtmese circular screen, ironwood, 
lent by Mrs. C. P. Kellogg, looks at a little 
distance, so very rich is it, like a shield of 
Achilles. Mrs. H. C. Ayer sends an old carved 
chest, of date of about 1650, a very rare and 
valuable specimen. There.is from Mrs. John 
B. Sherman a curious light stand with folding 
top that had a century ago, when it was in the 
fashion, a dozen uses. Mrs. Scammon has 
an interesting example of wood-carving 
from Bobemia,—a copy of an historical 
statue. There is a carved mahogany 
frame containing photographs of carved work 
done by the ladies of the Cincinnati School of 
Design. Mrs. John N. Jewett has two pieces, 
very fine, representing arched entrances to the 
Alhambra. Mrs. E. M. Hale has a model, also 
beautifully carved, of a window of the Alham- 
bra. An article jn ebony and holly, that may be 
used as a cupboard, a hanging-cabinet, or a jewel- 
case, is the work of Mrs. Dr. Pierce. From Mil- 
waukee there are a number of articles, the work 
of Miss Johnson. True. it is not carved work, 
but in some respects it resembles the Sorrento, 
though far superior. There is some exquisite 
2 and beautiful painting on well polished 
wood. 


A rearrangement of the paintings enables 
them to be seen to better advantage. Though 
they are not, with some few exceptions, very 
im portant, still ey are interesting and valua- 
ble, especially for the opportunities they afford 
for study by comparison. The one great artist 
Chicago has given to the world, and whom the 
world acknowledges—Mr. G. P. A. Healy—is 
represented by two works, fair examples of his 
style. A portrait of the late Mr. John B. Tur- 
ner shows the manin all his compactness of 
frame and solidity of intellect. A full-length 
portrait of the Princess Elizabeth of Roumania 
was a gift by the artist to Mr. E. B. McCagg, 
and is a replica of the one he painted for 
the Printess’ husband. It is an out-of-door 
picture, the landscape being the actual scenery 
of that wild country. The costume, not the 
least valuable part of the picture, is that of the 
ladies with whom t German lady has made 
her home. It is picturesque, and beautifully 
painted. The pose of the figure is firm, yet 
easy and graceful; the hands are overlying one 
the other; the head is a little turned to one side, 
however showing nearly a full face; while the 
expression is one of centleness and of benevo- 
lent thought. The hands look thin and pale, 
a contrast that, perhaps, needs explanation, 
to the full and rich flesh of the face. 
Mr. Healy has in reeent years exaggerated 
his early methods, and. paints more broadly, 
it would appear, and with more power, as he 
grows older. Seen too near, the picture seems 
unfinished, almos* coarse, but etand back a few 
paces, aud it all comes out, and you see a pict- 
ure of great strengthand beauty. Mrs. Pull- 
man's new fortunately for the pur- 
pose of contrast, is close at hand. Examples of 
the dashing and the painstaking, the broad and 
the minute, the smooth and the rough, styles of 
painting are here side by side.

There is such a feel- 
ing of out-of-doors about it that, just as when 
reading the Complete Antler gou khow 
that old Walton actually strolled and fiahed be- 
fore he wrote,—so also you cnow that Weeden 
traveled and sketched before he painted. 

Some additions to lecal art have been made, 
notably a painting by Mr. Bigelow of a 
village street im Vermont. it was the 
order of Mr. E. 8. Isham, and ineludes 
the house where he was born. It is the best 
thing this artist has done, which ts saying a 
— deal in its praise. The subject isa capi- 
tal one. A wide street, white with stone dust, 
and whiter where the wheels have left tracks, 
on either side a green wall of trees, the raed 
sidewalks partly grass-grown, the trim painted 
fenees, the scant but pleasant grounds, the 
straggling tows of houses where comfort is, the 
apple, and plum, and cherry trees in the rear, 
and back of these hilis sloping up and away un- 
til they become mountains. Looking at that 
hill to the left, I am reminded of a eireum- 
stance of enough interest to bear relating. It 
was On the side of this hill that the boy who bas 
Crowa up to be the possessor of this picture 
aud of many other good things, pecu- 
niary, artistic, aud intellectual, used to 
‘+ siide,”—and when, on one cold, suus umny fay, 
he tried his sled on the glistening snow-crast, 
the slippery way crashed in, and the sudden 
suspension of the sled’s motion sent him head- 
long and sprawling adown the steep. On his 
white wrists were observed some slight red 
scratches, and on the pureness of the frosty 
crystals some thin, edgy streaks of blood; that 
was all. 

Mr. Spread bas a portrait of Miss May 
Barnard, which, both in respect of treatment 
and the subject, isa very noticeable pictare. The 
young lady is a brunette, witn brilliant color 
and strong features, a subject well adapted to 
the artist's strong brush. The 
is weli showing much _ grace 
and solidity; the draperies are ex- 
cellentiy painted and disposed. Mr. Spread’s 
own little girl is the original of a small picture, 
beautiiully done, which is also to be here seen. 
Mr. Frank Green’s elaborate still-life picture 
finds many admirers, and there is much that is 
good in it, But compare Mr. Green’s picture 
with Mr. C. G. Dyer’s historical still-life, and 
mark the distance in point of merit between 
them. But then, Mr. Dyer's is as good as any 
artist living couid paint it. Miss Earle bas a 
smal) water-color, very simple, but extremely 
brilliant. 

There are some fine examples of painting on 
china. Mts. R. G. Goodell’s is equal to much 
that comes from Burope. Mrs. E. M. Davia bas 
discarded, for the most bart, roses and violets, 
and paints scenes from original sketches, or 
from superior paintings and engravings. Mrs. 
G. W. t 2 work has long been known. 
Mrs. HI. W. Kaige, Mrs. Brackett, Miss Clark, 
Mrs. Preussner. Miss Kreigh, Mrs. A. B. Hitch- 
cock, Miss Bell, Miss Guthrie, and Eugene 
Egan exhibit interesting specimens. 

There is a long case of old manuscripts and 
autographs that are too much neglected. To 
many individuals — — — these things have 
a great value, and té any one of ordinary senst- 
bility some of these autographs should be 
enough to give a lively play tothe fancy. A great 
man’s autograph brings one nearer to the soul 
ot him who wrote it than anything else can. A 
verse from Milton ‘as been copied and printed 
a thousand times,—and in the beginning it was 
conducted from the poet’s brain to a sheet of 
paper by an amannensis. How remote and 
intangible is the idea Of Mhiton’s person- 
ality, when one peruses his lines. How 
different with his autograph! Milton’s 
brain moved Milton’s hand, and Milton’s band 
moved the pen that traced the letters of Mil- 
ton’s name. An atitograph, then, is a thing of 
peculiar value. Of some of the more important 
in the present collection, Mrs. Clinton Locke 
contributes two,—one of Jean Paul Fredrick 
Richter and one of Alexander yon Humboldt,— 
not mere autogravhs, either, but letters as well. 
That of Humboldt was written to Mrs. Locke 
when a child, it having been made knowa to 
him by the scholar aud t Gleim, an aneestor 
of Mrs. Locke’s, that a little girl or the family 
was in America. Oue sentence of the letter is, 
stiffiy translated, Names have often that charm 
and power to call to mind pleasant memories 
from our early youth, and closely united domes- 
tic circles.“ These words sound commonplace, 
but they were never before printed; and I am 
able to give, also, a sentence from Richter that 
has not until now Deen in print. He closes a 
letter to bis friend, Christian Otto, with, I 
should like to know whether to-day on Ash- 
Tuesday in this Ash time, there is somewhere 
great public sport.” There is nothing to ex- 
plain the allusion, bat no doubt the friends en- 
joved it. This letter has been preserved in Mrs. 
Locke’s family, and at last has come to be her 
possession. Nv common man could write

Lester Wallack is the only New York 
manager who adheres to the old regime,—the 
Union Square being virtually a succession of 
combinations, not a permanent company, and 
having already more than one branch traveling 
here and there through the country,—and it 
has been intimated that even Wallack will; 
by and by, have to adopt the policy of his 
neighbors, and sail, with the stream. Here in 
Chicago McVicker, who has stood alone for 
some time, does not hesitate to avow his inten- 
tion of doing the same. Zo that our next the- 
atrical season will witness in all likelihood an 
exceedingly lovely competition between the 
three leading houses. 

Whether the demise of the time-honored sys- 
tem is te be deplored or not is a matter which 
only experience Gan show. A large class of 
theatre-going people doubtless regard the com- 
bination system as an improvement dh the old 
one, for the reason that it brings before us 
fresh faces as well as fresh plays week after 
week. We like changes, and in these days 
when almost all our best dramas are rep- 
resentations of contemporaneous life, it is 
fmpossibie for our favorite actors to avoid 
focurring the reproach so frequently urged 
agaiust them that they are monotonous. He 
always looks the same in every part“ is sure to 
be remarked of the leading-man after his image 
has been familiarized to the audience.

NEW YORK. 
C. RANDOLPH GARDINER’S LATEST. 
Special Correspondence uf The Tripwuns. 

New York, Dec. 12.—The average man ac- 
cumulates wisdom with age. Charles Randolon 
Gardiner gathers check, but no knowledge. 
He was out the other morning in a card to the 
Herald on the Copyright-law question. If he 
were wise be would keep out of the newspapers 
all he could. He began by stating that he 
„represented“ twelve of the sixteen regular 
theatres outside New York, and knew all about 
the plans of three out of the other four mana- 
gers. The one whose plans he does not know 
about is presumably Mr. McVicker. Therefore, 
Mr. McVicker is to be earnestly congratulated. 
But Gardiner is mistaken. He does not repre- 
seut the Walnut Street or the Chestnut Street 
Theatres, Philadelphia, the California, in San 
Francisco, the Varieties, in New Orleans, Me- 
Vicker’s, in Chicago, the Olympic, in St. Louis, 
nor several others I could name right here. 
The main number of managers he represents 
need somebody to do the representing pretty 
badly. If they didn’t they would have selected 
somebody else todo it. Mr. Gardiner’s card 
to the Herqd was merely a little dodge by 
which the writer intended to advertise himself. 
And, as he’s rather hungry for advertising, 


why, be ought to be gratified. 

HIS ADVENT INTO FEW YORK. 
Charles Randolph Gardiner came to New York 
as the manager of Mrs. John Drew’s Arch Street 
Theatre, Phitadelphia. What Mrs. Drew wanted 
of a manager in New York nobody knew, at 
that time. But it is now clear that she didn’t 
want bim in her theatre, and sent him here to 
get rid of him. The reason he is retained at all 
as manager of the theatre concerns another 
person in the Arch Street house. In connection 
with his management here, Gardiner opened a 
dramatic agency, and has cut outa deal of 
the business of the legitimate ones. His ar- 
rangements are these: The manager of a com- 
bination comes to Gardiner, and author- 
izes bim to fill a certain number of weeks 
for his company. For this Gardiner 
charges the manager of the combiua- 
tion nothing. But he looks over his 
books, and picks out the theatres of certain 
towns throughout the country. From the man- 
agers of each of those theatres he gets $5 for 
every company he sends. They pay this sum in 
order that he may use his influence in their be- 
half. Now, when be sends a company to Hav- 
erly’s, tor instance, he gets but $5 for the week 
they are there. But when the same company 
play one-night towns under his control, he gets 
S5aday. That is where he makes his money,— 
and as he has a good many combinations, and 
keeps them playing one-night towns as much of 
the time as possible, you see he has a good 
thing. 
THE OTHER AGENTS 
get a certain percentage from the earnings of 
the stars anc companies they work for, and re- 
ceive nothing from hall-owners. The stars and 
companies thought this season that thev'd go 
to Gardiner so as to save expense. But they’re 
all very sick of him, so I understand, ani are 
inning to steer back to other channels. 
while ago avery svide company started 
from New York, apd one of the hall-owners on 
Gardiner’s books wrote to the Dead-Room” 
saint asking about the said company. Charles 
Randolph replied by saying the company was no 
good on earth. Alterwards the same doubtful 
attraction came into his hands, and he set about 
filling its time. Among others, be wrote to this 
same hali-owner, saying the combination was 
one of the best that ever left New York! He 
had forgotter the other letter. The man re- 
sponded by calling his attention to the glaring 
inaccuracy of his statements, and Charies had 
the gall to tell him in return that the first let- 
ter had been written by Ais clerk, who knew 
nothing about it. How was that? Isn’t he 
„just as sweet as he can be“ He'll go to 
heaven when be dies,—if the doorkeeper isn’t 
looking.

THE BLANCHE MEDA COMPANY

Finally 
he caught his man, read the manuscript, was 
received in the embrace of the proprietor, and 
thereby made happy. Yesterday morning the 
contract was signed which adds Bartley Camp- 
bell to the staff at Wallack’s Theatre. So, you 
sec, American writers are beginning to have a 
snow.

MUSIC, 
AT HOME. 


THE PAST WEEK. 

The week which has just closed, while it has 
not presented as many concer its immediate 
predecessor, has been none the less a remarka- 
ble one. It opened with a concert given at the 
First Methodist Church for the benefit of the 
Hahnemann Hospital, which was well attended 
and pleasantly successful. Mrs. Huck, who so 
rarely appears in public, but is always welcome; 
Messrs. Creswold, Rosenbecker, and Dexter, 
the Quaker City Quartette, and the St. Cecilia 
Ladies* Quartette took part in a very interesting 
programme. Ide concert was conceived and 
carriefi out under the auspices of the ladies of 
the St. Cecilia Quartette (Miss Whitney, Miss 
Hoyue, Mrs. Hall, and Mrs. Kempton), and was 
a graceful tribute to a deserving charity. Their 
own participation in the programme was per- 
haps its most notable feature. Indeed, it has 
come to be a notable feature whenever they 
appear. Itisrare that four such good voices, 
so well trained, are heard together, and it is 
pleasant to know that their reputation has ex- 
tended already beyond local limits, although 
the organization is only in its first season. There 
is every reason to believe that the Quartette 
will make for itself a wide reputation ana occu- 
py a very prominent position at home and a de- 
served favoritism abroad. 

Upon the same evening, another of those 
pleasant entertainments, known as the Hershey 
Popular Concerts, was given to an audience 
that more than tested the capacity of the 
Hershey Hall. The principal features of the 
programme were the second appearance of Miss 
Leila Graves, the young pianist, who em- 
phasized the favorable impression which she 
made at her recent debut, and the performance 
of anew Trio for violin, cello, and piano, writ- 
ten bv Mr. F. G. Gleason. The work was very 
cordially received, and the composer was con- 
gratulated upon his success by those most com- 
petent to appreciate the character of his work. It 
is our intention upon a closer acquaintance with 
the work to give it a careful review. At pres- 
ent it is only in order to recognize the fact that 
we have in our midst a musician of suffieient in- 
telligence and scholarsbip to enter the highest 
tield of musical composit.on. 

The Wilhelmj concert was, of course, the 
great event of the week. We have already re- 
corded our impressions of the playing of this 
great artist, and there is no need now to repeat 
them. His second concert will be given on Mon- 
day evening. In times past great musicians 
like Pareva Rosa and Theodore Thomas bad to 
light for a recognition bere, and two such in- 
comparable artists as Von Buelow and Mme. 
Essipotf went away unappreciated, except by the 
few, and ever since there have been hundreds of 
people, making pretensions to musical knowl- 
edge and appreciation, who wonder why they 
did not go, now that they have forever lost 
the opportunity. There remains but one more 
opportunity to hear Wilhelmj. A player of his 
great talent deserves a crowded house. At the 
same time, if he does not have it, the loss is 
not his but the public’s, while those who attend 
will carry away with them a musical memory 
they will never willingly part with, in these days 
of sham and sensation. 

THE EDDY ORGAN RECITAL. 

The programme of Mr. Eddv's organ recital 
yesterday noon was a superb one, and does 
credit to this excellent musician in the direc- 
tion of musical taste, as well as its perform- 
ance did to his masterly ability as a player. It 
included Bach’s Prelude and Fugue in C 
minor’; Merkel’s ‘“Pastorale” in G: 
Mendelssohn’s Cornelius March“; the Sym- 
phony in C minor, No. 1, of C. M. Widor, 
the organist of St. Sulpice, Paris, a work 
of large and noble proportions: Liszt’s Ora 
pro nobis; and Lemmen’s * Offertoire ’’ in A. 
The vocal numbers were worthy of the pro- 
gramme, Mr. Gill singing the cyclus of six songs 
in Beethoven's“ An die ferne Geliebte and 
Lassen’s song, I send thee forth,’’ from the 
„Five Bible Scenes,“ with cello obligato by Mr. 
Eichheim. For such a programme and such a 
performance Mr. Eddy deserves a more cordial 
and extended recognition than we have time at 
present to give.

THE MAPLESON SEASON. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

New Tonk, Dec. 12.—It was not to be ex- 
pected that Mr. Mapleson would get througn 
his first season in New York without trouble. 
It may be doubted whether anybody ever yet 
succeeded in dealing harmoniously with the 
Directors of the Academy of Music. As these 
gentlemen fail to agree among themselves, no

wonder they fail to agree with the manager 


who tries to render their property productive. 
Some of the Directors, be it said to 
their high praise, are men of liberal 
ity, enterprise, and public spirit, who 
would even sacrifice something to 
establish first-class opera in the metropolis. 
Others are men of quite another stamp, who, 
by persevering in a small course, have not only 
damaged musical interests, but their own at the 
same time. Let us rejoice at the latter clause, 
for want of other satisfaction. When the old 
management was thrown out last season there 
seemed a prospect of better things. The close, 
stupid, and fatal policy which had driven Italian 
Opera from its proper bome to Booth’s was be- 
lieved to have been swept away. A contract of 
liberal character, it was aflirmed, 
concluded with Mr. Mapleson,

‘advertisement the manager was D 
it. Novelties are happily short-lived, however, 
and time will no doubt so change 
popular opinion as to permit a pcace- 
tul et profitable season. 1 have 
noticed already, for instance, that no percepti- 
bie interest has been taken here in the gossip 
about Kellogg and Litta, or about the latter’s 
dealings with her manager. And to come home, 
there is the slightest interest in the passage at 
arms between Mile. Hank and her manager, 
which forms one feature of the common disturb- 
ance operatie. 

To return to the Academy Directors, the pres- 
ent difficulty is about the 

PAYMENT OF CERTAIN BILLS. 
Indeed, if there were no bills to pay, and the 

Treasurer of the Directors’ Board had uo 
duty save to chronicle receipts, there 
would be the most complete and 
beautiful harmony in that Board. But bills are 
a potent cause of mischief in this world, aod 
the greenback-politician is the only man whois 
afraid the country will not have enough of them. 
The: bills that Mr. Mapleson made at the Di- 
rectors’ expense—one-half at theirs, and one- 
half at his own—were bills for scenery. The 
position of affairs, oriefly, was aud is something 
like this: When Mr. Mapleson reached the 
Academy, be found, to use his own expression 
that Max Strakosch, like a good General, had 
devasted and burned the country behind him, in 
anticipation of the coming of the enemy.” In 
other words, when be came to look for the 
scenery which it was supposed the Academy 
contained’ Mr. Mapleson discovered that the 
scenery of “Lohengrin,” * Aida,” and other 
operas, had been carriea away by Mr. Strakosch, 
as he says, and nothing but a beap of rubbish 
remained. Nor was the armament and outfit in 
any better condition. This left no alternative, 
if the public was to be pleased, as promised, 
with attractive setting, but to provide everv- 
thing new. This the manager proceeded to do. 
By his contract, the directors were to pay 
half the expense of the material oreded 
both for scenery and other improvements. 
The manager gave the services uf his senic art- 
ists, and paid for the work. He was resolved 
that his season should not fail because of a 
shabbv house. He had fulfilled his part in 
bringing over a large and competent company, 
and wanted the surroundings to be in harmony 
with the performance. There was an amusing 
incident almost at the outset of the improve- 
ments, and one that presaggd the storm now 
raging. One of the close-pocketed stockhold- 
ers was Viewing with amazement the change in 
the appearance of the Academy. He stared 
at the bright new carpet in the corridors, at 
the rich red curtain, at the restaurant, 
at the vases of rare plants which made the fover 
a place of beauty. hy, the place was actuall 
clean. At last he gasped, Who authboriz 
this!“ „ did,” was Mr. Mapleson’s reply. 
“And who will pay for it, I should like to 
know!” ‘J will,” was the manager’s prompt 
answer. He was willing to pay for having a 
bright and attractive house, if nobody else 
would. As forthe stage appointments, he went 
ahead with them, and made then, gt for the first 
city of the continent. As the Directors were 
not prompt in paving their balf, he paid all and 
charged half to their account, in that way run- 
ning up a bill of $2,500 against them, when he 
thought it time this account was settled, and 
called atten‘ion to the matter. 

THE LIVELIEST KIND OF A SCENE ENSUED. 
The upshot of it was that Mr. Royal Phelps 
resigned his position as Treasurer, it being un- 
derstood that he had tried torun the Academy 
on what he considered business principles, aod 
failed to see how he was coming out with any- 
thing but ruin, what with Mr. Mapleson’s ex- 
travagance, aud his determination to do as he 
pleased. The latter was to meet the Board to- 
dav and try toconvince the members that he 
had given them 386.000 worth of scenery and 
appointments for 82.500, since the artist-work 
had cost them nothing, and the scenery 
was to be left with them. Mr. August Belmont 
supports the manager, as he always has the 
cause of music, but it is considered doubtful 
whether the outcome of the trouble will not 
be to close the Academy again, and with that to 
close the prospect of an annual season of opera 
under a known and established management. 
Mr. Mapleson naturally maintains that he knows 
how to conduct opera better taan a man without 
experience possibly can, and like every English- 
mau he will have his own way or uo way at all. 
It is certainly to be hoped that in 
some unforeseen manner the present 
trouble may be disposed of, and the field 
left clear for future successes. So far as the 
public is concerned, Mr. Mapleson has met with 
every encouragement. Packed houses have 
testified the approval of the admirable com- 
pany. Had the expenses been less enormous, 
the profits would make a handsome showing. 
As for the impresario, he has well fulfilled his 
promise to give performances of high excel- 
lence. Much of the work done bas been ad- 
mirable bevond criticising; none of it has been 
mediocre. If the public persists in rating one 
artist above another, and in making any other 
than the star“ system impossible by refus- 
ing to attend performances in which their 
particular favorite does not appear, I do not see 
bow the manager can help that. The present 
season bas shown up some of the fallacies of 
the critics who declaim against starring.“ It 
nas been said that injustice was done

by putting the burden of the opera upon her 
éarlag Mme. Gerster’s illness, and thus wear- 
ing out her popularity before her rival appeared, 
What nonsense thatis! If Mile. Hauk had won 
popularity, and were an artist the equal of 
Mme. Gerster, does any one suppose the public 
would have desert her because a rival 
appearesl ! She had every. chance to 
make herself a favorite. The same complete 
support was given her, the operas were mounted 
in the same splendid style as subsequently. 
Campanini and Galassi, and Del Puente and 
Foli were ber aids. But the truth was simply 
that Mile. Hauk was not satisfactory, and, had 
not a greater artist been in the background, the 
season would have ended abruptiv. Whatever 
praise should be bestowed upon Mile. Hauk as a 
dramatic artist, she has not the voice that holds, 
and thrills, and draws. That is not Mr. Maple- 
son's fault, surely. It would pay him the better 
to have Mile. Hauk draw larger houses than 
Mme. Gerster, because it costs bim lesa to have 
the former sing; therefore it cannot be that he 
would place any obstacles in the way of ber suc- 
cess. When Faust and Don Giovanni“ 
were given, and given in a compleggness of en- 
sembie surpassing anything within recollection, 
the audiences were light, and it was said in ex- 
planation that those operas were worn out. 
But, had Gerster been announced to appear as 


Marguerite, what a crush there would have been! 


It isn't the opera, it is the prima donna, the 
people go to hear and see, and the fact ought te 
be recognized by this time. 

As for Mile. Hauk's difference with Mr. 
Mapleson, which threatened at one time to lead 
to her withdrawal from the company, it is an- 
nounced by the lady herself that everything has 
been amicably settled, and that sbe will sing 
with Ole Bull. Regarding her right to sing or 
not sing on Sunday, as she chose, it was evi- 
Jvently impossible to determine that question 
without a costly lawsuit, with a precedent 
agaist a decision being rendered after all. 
Some hard things were said on both sides, but 
the affair did not increase Mile. Hauk’s 
audience Wednesday night, which is another 
proof that the people are weerv of such contro- 
versies, and are pot to be attracted by anything 
but the merits of the artist, independently of 
ber personal affairs. I cannot find any confirma- 
tion of the report that Mile. Hauk is to star“ 
this country under a manager as yet nameless. 
The belief here is, on the contrary, that she de- 
sires to go back to Germany and other countries 
where she has had successes, not considering 
herself at all appreciated in America. Very 
probably she is not, and that is a courteous way 
to put it. One thing is certain, thouch, that 
she would make a hit in opera bouffe. r ren- 
dering of one of Aimee’s favorite airs last night, 
as an encore, and her role of Carmen, both show 
that she could star successfully in that line 
of opera. 

THE TICKET SPECULATORS 

have been busy at the Academy ever since the 
operatic season opencd. They have undoubted- 
ly made more money out of the opera than has 
anybydy else. The people have grumbled at 
them, sworn at them, and taken seats of them. 
After taking the seats at an extortionate figure, 
they have sworn at the manager. Mr. Mapleson 
says he has tried to stop the securing of the 
best seats by the speculators, but asks what 
could he dof When the recognized agents sent 
to buy biocks of seats were refused, along came 
women by the score, wishing half a dozen 
seats each. Couldn't refuse them tickets, you 
know. A large proportion of the public, on the 
other hand, believe the management could do 
much to prevent this imposition. Mr. Maple- 
son’s advice is for the public to stay away one 
or two nights. That would ruin the speculators. 
But the public will never be wise enough, prob- 
ably, to adopt tnat sure method of correction. 
The charge is made in a dramatic paper that 
Rullman, the chief of these extortionists, 
sent two agents to Boston with 
$12,000 worth of tickets for the eight

Coca, Dec. 14.—After reading the court- 
eous remarks of Attorney in Tas Trisuns 
of the 8th inst., his consent that all admit the 
evil,” and that it is time that a demand should 
be made for an intelligent consideration and 
settlement of some of the most obvious defects 
ol the present system,“ I insist that my argu- 
ment stands unanswered, and that the stupen- 
dous fraud upon the credulity of the age, and 
the system of chicanery, sophistry, and juggiery 
that has been artfully built up into an over- 
riding and dominant profession, that, like a 
deadly cancer, has shot its absorbing roots into 
all the vital tissues of the public body, are 
acknowledged and confessed. Then, the only 
question for discussion that Attorney in- 
vites to be ‘‘vigurously followed up“ is as to 
the remedy for the admitted evil. 1 
maintain that arbitration legalized will 
not work out all needed reform of 
our “disgraceful jurisprudence.” Attorney 
thinks not, and says, No means of settling dis- 
putes is considered more worthless, and that 
it is a most common remark of lawyers that ar- 


bitration is the beginning of a chancery suit.” 
By whom else, except by these interested law- 
ver-witnesses, is it so considered! By the Board 
of Trade? By the Masonic and Odd-Feliow 

s By the churches? One of the most infel- 
ligent and respectable members ef the Board of 
Trade told me that it would ay rea the entire 
time of all the courts of the city to yf Bond the disputes 
arising from tbe transactions on the Arbi- 
tration is there required by the Board's rules. and 
ite members all testify that substantial justice, 
fair dealmg, and harmony are successfully 
maintained. Attorney asks me why arbi- 
tration is not more sought.“ as there is al- 
ready a statute —— 1 it? Is he not answered 
by the constant action of the Board of Trade? It is 
not necessary to have any act of the Legislature to 
permit men to amicably settle their disputes by 
agreement. Business differences are constantiy 
being adjusted uy parties themselves, and no 
statute is required to confer such an indisputabie 
liberty. But it is in cases where honesty strug- 
gies against rascality, right against wrong, as is 
the phase of nine-tenths of litigation, where truth 
is but a Jamo in the jaws of the wolf, that the office 
of arbitrationis invoked, with its principles of 
common sense, freedom from tt pe and in- 
expensive simplicity. ** Attorney’ sa In the 
first place, it |arbitration] cannot inclu — ‘that great 
nu of cases where one of the parties wishes to 
take advantace of every delay and lechnicality that 
@ proceeding at law affords.” (The italics 
are mine. Bat what an admission!) This 
is true, as he says, where arbitration 
is by consent 0 the parities and 
voluntary. But the Board of Trade makes arbitra- 
tion compulsory by ite rules, by forfeiture of hon- 
Oraole standing, and expulsion. This is all the 
power tue Board possesses. But the Legislature 
can pass a general and binding law imposing such 
costs, fees, and da upon a malignant litigant 
refusing to arbitrate, as to makehim pay the 
piper, while he dances at the funeral of his vic 
tim. There is no constitutional bar preventing the 
— slature from so regulating costs, fees, etc., as 
eave a scoundrel free to choose trial oy jury, * 
mg ene the more congenial jurisdiction of a 
court, if he pay the expense. No just power can 
compel me to pay the expense of another man's 
enjoyment of his rights. If he is free to choose, 
jet him be free to pay.

1 would remark in reference to the feature of the 
petition making the additional costs, fees, and ex- 
penses, to attach tothe refusai to arbitrate, and 
not to follow the judgment, that this is necessary 
in order to have arbitrationatali. For, say. I owe 
aman the just sum of $200, he demands $500, 1 
propose arbitration, he refuses and suds me: he 
gets judgment for at least bis $200. and thereby 
incurs no penalty, any more than now. Of course 
unfair men would rn to arbitrate under 
such circumstances. sides, if the proposed 
penalties followed the 8 the courts, in 
their jealousy and opposition to the system, would 
have great bias and temptation to always decide in 
favor of the friend of courts and opposer of arbitra- 
tion, and inflict severe losson any ene proposing 
arbitration. 

Attorney objects to arbitration on account 
of the ‘‘ difficnity of drawing a submission suf- 
ficiently clear as to express just how much of their 
differences the litigants wish to submit.” Have 
commercial men any difficalty in settling in their 
counting-rooms the most intricate business com- 
plications with exactitude sufficient to cover the 
whole scope of difference, and to guard against fu- 
ture trouble? So, | assert, can arbitration, with- 
out the aid of Chitty on Pleading, or any other 
work on juggiery or legerdemain. These mazes 
and technicalities of the law are wholly unneces- 
sary, and are the mere devices with which to build 
up and hedge about a profession.

Shrewd and cunning practitioners 
have cheated a confiding public, thwarted just- 
ice, and brought sourts into bad repute, and 
made court-rooms the stampipg ground for their 
avarice and greediness; therefore, thrice Hull“ 
to that newspaper which dares and does invite 
discussion, exposes malpractice and abuse, and 
opens the eyes of the legislators and shows 
unto them that Reform in law” is absolutely 
necessary and cannot be postponed ! 

The cry “Reform” was heard all over this 
Republic pow for the last four years and echoed 
from shore to shore. It is the sign of vigorous 
life in the body politic of the country, and the 
different parties have pledged themselves to 
„ Reform more or less in their bart v platforms. 
The confiding masses of the people believed and 
hoped for the best; but, alas, they found them- 


selves, in many respects, deceived! We here in 
Chicago have had a Reform Council,” and it 
acquitted iiself nobly, and Cook County is 
now biessed with a Reform Board of Coun- 
ty Commissioners,” and the taxpavers are 
justly entitled to expect Reform 
in the administration of county affairs. The old 
Board bas confessed on its death bed that Re- 
form" was practicable and retrenchment absolute. 
ly necessary in different county offices, from Sheriff 
down to the humblest janitor anaemployes. May 
the sound of their death-knell be the joyful har- 
binger of an era of economy and prudence to this 
tax-ridden community! The people had sought 
help and redress by applving to the different 
courta, who gave no relief. Indictments, arraign- 
ment, pleading, bailing, changes of venue, etc., 
etc., failed, because the ever-productive minds of 
hirelings versed in detecting technicalities, etc., 
befogged the legal eves of blind Dame Justice, 
laughed at her and mocked her, turned her waxen 
nose hither and thither, and chucklingly pocketed 
the ‘‘sputz and gioried in their success, for the 
people nad to foot the bills. So it will be seen 
that when the intent of the law is so easily frus- 
trated and the statutes become a dead-letter, that

my dear Senators and Representitives-elec’, re- 
form in making, “in ‘* interpreting,” and in 
‘+ executing“ the law is the demand of the hour! 
Heed it! An outspoken press and the prayers of 
an oppressed and wronged people are urging you! 
Become masters of the situation and grasp the 
ideas and shape them into measures. which shall 
. to de in future a safegnard and blessing unto 

* and an everlasting honor unto your- 
— 


1. Reform in law-making is the first step to be 
made. The law of this State ought to be codified 
and revised thoroughly, and so cleaned from the 
rubbish contained that it would be the best in the 
country. It snould de worded so plain and so ex- 
plicit that even a common man can understand it. 
Laws, a6 many are worded at present, are conda- 
cive of much speculation and mischief, and are, on 
account thereof, a rich field for skillful and tricky 
practitioners and a standing menace to plain and 
straightforward people, who have the misfortune 
to become unwittingly entangied into their meshes. 

2. The interpretation of the law must be given 
and intrusted only to conscientious, able, and 
honorable men. en of doubtful character, void 
of digmty and learn:mg,.sceald be debarred from 

resenting a case in any court. The indiscrim- 
inate licensing of lawyers must be abolished and a 
license and diploma only awarded to persons of 
competence, ability. and integrity. and their 
number be lessened toa minimum. Windy quota- 
tions from outlandish laws prohibited and a rigid 
enforcement to the adherence of the legal question 
and case at issue; showing all pointe of defects, 
and the wrongs the workings and applications of 
the law does or may entail, or rights and privileges 
forfeited or jeopardized by the same; so that 
equitable justice can be done either party, the pub- 
lic welfare guarded and promoted. ‘‘ Laws delay. 
will become an old proverb. when the interpreta- 
tion and application of the law is in such pure and 
able hands, who by their combined and noble effort 
will lift it up to the high pinnacie of honor and 
esteem, so that its awe-inspiring serenity will 
prove to the virtuous and upricht citizens the im- 
movable and steadfast protector of his sacred 
rights. privileges. and rties, and to the evil 
doer and miscreant the relendless avenger of 
wrong and crime to the very bitter end. 

3. execution of the law should only de in- 
trusted to men whose presence and demeanor will 
at sight command respect and inspire the citizen 
with the assurance that justice will be done and 
had, cost what it may; that a suit at law wil) not 
be permitted to last a lifetime, nor that postpone- 
ments can be had for the asking, but taat the 
** stand-and-deliver, blead - and - prove, punish-and- 
discharge rule is vigorously applied, and no quar- 
ter given. be the parties rich or poor. but that citi- 
zens enjoy the —— before the law uneulled. 
Arbitration would not be in demand then, for the 
decision of an upright Judge would be so solemn 
that it would set at rest any tronviesome thought 
whatsoever. Court and practitioner would rise in 
the esteem of the people the law intended to grant 
them, and encircie the head of Dame Justice with 
a halo, which would be pieasant to oehold! 

4. The establishment of a public office for the 
sole conveyance of real estate,—the deeding of any 
kindof property. The reckiess, careless. and un- 
reliable transferring of real estate by Dick and 
Harry to be strictly prohibited and only 
placed in the hands of men who are to be 
held strictly accountable and responsible. 
A deed executed dy such an office, and duly re- 
corded in the office of the Kecorder of the county, 
shall be the only lawfal instrument to prove right 
and title to any property whatsoever. This would 
do away with abstract making, suits of claims, 
chancery, etc., etc., for in the deed would be 
shown and proven if an incumbrance is on the 
property or not, and if the purchaser was willing 
to assume, hold, and pay, and has paid. The 
deed to be put on probation before the Provate 
Court when incumbrances, claims, or liens are 
preferred, also when orphans or widows are con- 
cerned. 

Senators and Representatives, exalted servants 
of the people, you havea great field of labor be- 
fore you this winter. Work diligently, wisely, 
deliberately. The opportunity is given each and 
every one of you to endear himself to the hearts of 
the people of this State, where your names may be 
kept in grateful remembrance for the thoughts you 
have given and the efforts made in benalf of a 
timely reform in law and its application.
